The Deata of Capt. Bkoustt. 


We have to record the sad news of the 
death of another pioneer of British Columbia, 


or rather of this Northern Coast—Uapt. W. 
A. Moustt—as will be seen by our report per 
steamer. Grappler, in addition to what is 
there written, we add the following: The 
Indians who were in the canoe with him at 
the time of his death, state that he died quite 
ou , baving been —t from a book. 
at the e of his decease; he dropped the 
volume and expired immdiately. His re- 
amains will be brought down by the Otter, on 
— the North, together with the 
tleman’s family—e widow and 
aaa omaha. In this connection, we are 
to be able to state, that in addition to 
‘his considerable property, real and TSane 
his life was re in the sum o 
Mr. Nelson, of Alert Bay, very kindly pre- 
‘pared a tin coffin to receive the body. 

Oapt. Mcuatt, as most colonists will know, 
came to this coast before this Colony was 
established—ino the service of the H. B. De. = 
and he remained, with but a short interval, 
“fn the same, until the time of his demise.
